1. The “erunapht (German Russian Naphtha Company, Inc.) was founded after sorld “ar T 
and until 1939 had its headquarters at 66 a Unter den Linden in Berlin WW 7. 
After “orld War II the Derunapht resumed its operations in tho Sovict Zone of 
Germany with its reneral management located at 168/190 Brunnenstrasse, Berlin C 2. 


2, ‘In contrast to the procedure followed prior to 1939, Derunapht no longer sells 
Russian mineral oil products bet instead salls the fuel and lubricants supplied 
by the following SAG hydrogenation, synthesizing amd carbonization plants:

3. Supported by the SMA, Derunapht took over former tank cepots and filling stations 
in important places of the Soviet Zone. In particular it bought the tank depots and 
filling stations of the NITAG (Naphta Industries and Tank Depots Inc.) amd of the 
KohLewertstoffe-k.G.'s BV-Aral. (Carbon Products, Inc., Gasoline anc Henzol, Group) 
in 1946 and 1947 prior to the monetary reform. A copy is available of the purchase 
contract concluded on 19 March 1918 between the Derunapht and the Land Government 
of Thuringia under SMA presevre. Under this contract Land Thuringia was forced to 
sell to Uerunapht all the real estate and property of the BV-Aral and NITAG Firms» 
This property had been confiscated by “and Thuringia in 1946. Of the purchase 
price agreed upon, 75 percent was paid in cash and 25 percent in goods. Under this 
contract Derunapht received the five tank depots of DV Aral in orfurt, Sera 
(i 5/06), Nordhavsen (M 52/D 12), Somoberg (u 51/J 40) and Suhi (i 51/3 02) and 
the three NITAG tank depots in Erfurt, Saalfeid \ 51/J 53) and Iildburghausen (1 
SL/J 10) in addition to 28-BV-Aral filling stations ard 40 NTvAG filling stations. *

These figures are for both Derunapht and the DKEMZ (Deutsche Kraft- 
stoff= und Mineraloel-entrale - German Fuel and ‘ineral Oil Central), which, as the 
German counterpart of the Soviet Derunapht, also acts as a distributing ayency 

for fuel and Lubricants. Land Prardenburg was scheduled to receive 3,050 tons 

of gasolino, and 2,869.8 tons of wiesel fuel in “arch 19503 actually, however, 

only 1,680.5 tons of gasoline (45.7 percent of the quota} and 2,130.5 tone of 
Diesel fuel (7.2 percent of the quota) were supplied. Of these amounts, 632.5 
tons of rasoline (9.5 nercent of the total and 1,321.9 tons of Diesel fel (62 


ree?

Aviation fuel for the 
Soviet Army was definitely not delivered by the Derunapht Jrandenburg branch 
offices.
